Because of the health haz¬ 
ard that exists in the area, 
Larry Bevingto, Engineer of 
Work, has started the engi¬ 
neering work for the Sewer 
Assessment District in the 
Sierra Madre Canyon area. 
The district, to be known as 
District No. 94, is expected to 
be divided into three zones. 

Special costs of construc¬ 
tion peculiar to the indivi¬ 
dual zones will be borne by 
the respective zones, while 
engineering and overhead 
costs will be shared as a 
savings factor. 

Mr. Bevington anticipates 
that the design work will 
take from three to four 
months to complete. And as 
the design .nears completion, 
the City Council will pass a 
resolution of intention set¬ 
ting up a public hearing at 
which the matter can be 
considered formally In open 
forum.

Mcmljers of Tournament 
staff and the association’.s 
public relations committee 
will conduct tours through 
the four-story, 56-ycar-old 
house, which belonged' to the 
Wrigley family for 44 years. 

A display featuring pic¬ 
tures, programs, a.nd mem¬ 
entos of the pa.st 56 Rose 
Bowl football games had 
been added since the last 
open house in April. The ex¬ 
hibit was formerly housed at 
the Rose Bowl. 

Pictures of pa.st Tourna¬ 
ment presidents, queens, and 
grand marshals are also on 
display in five second-floor 
rooms along with historical 
material.

Anyone who wishes to remove themselves from our 
late Tw-entleth Century, mass-production, industrial so¬ 
ciety can do so with comparative ease. Instead of strug¬ 
gling for years to slowdown or abolish the American 
system, environmental and political extremists can migrate 
to a country like Czechoslovakia. There the people enjoy 
the blessings of living behind the Iron Curtain where 
the state makes the final decision on what consumers 
may or may not have. Teike autos for instance. According 
to a late press release, about 300,000 Czechoslovaks are 
on waiting lists for cars sold through official channels. 
The waiting period is two to three years, and prices range 
from the equivalent of about $7,000 for a small Soviet- 
built Moskvich to $28,000 for a deluxe Tatra. 

We may have our environmental and social problems 
in the United States — problems that spring, at least 
in part, from productive abundance and freedom of op¬ 
portunity.

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We believe generating electricity at 
nuclear power plants is another effective way 
we can help to improve the environment. In 
a nuclear reactor there is no combustion, so 
there are no by-products of combustion. 

Therefore, we plan to build additional 
nuclear units. Two are scheduled for opera¬ 
tion in 1976 and 1977 at the San Onofre 
Generating Station near San Clemente. 
Thereafter, the only major generating facili¬ 
ties Edison plans to build in Southern Califor- 
nia’s South Coast basin will be nuclear 
plants. 


Edison turned to fossil-fuel power plants as a 
primary source to meet the growing demand 
for electric energy. 

Power plants in Southern California have 
never been the major contributor to air pol¬ 
lution, but when fuel is burned in pov/er 
plants, certain by-products of combustion 
are released into the atmosphere. This is true 
v/hen burning gas or oil in pov/er plants, gas 
in homes, or gasoline in autos. 

To minimize by-products of combustion 
from our power plants, Edison has_been 
working for many years in many ways. For 
example, Edison launched extensive air pol¬ 
lution research programs over 15 years ago. 
We were among the first companies in the 
nation to activate such programs. We were 
also the first utility in California to use a low- 
sulfur oil from Indonesia. It’s costly, but it 
burns much cleaner. 

We have succeeded in making significant 
reductions in emissions from our power 
plants. We are working to reduce them even 
further. 


Two of our major goals are to continue to 
supply ample and reliable electricity and to 
work to improve the environment with rela¬ 
tion to our generating plants and other facili¬ 
ties. We’d like to tell you how we do it. 

Water was once the primary source of 
power used to spin the turbines that gener¬ 
ated electricity for Central and Southern 
California. To trap the melting snov/s in the 
High Sierra, Edison.created the vast Big 
Creek Hydroelectric Project. It meant open¬ 
ing up a mountain wilderness and building 
a network of dams and power plants. Today 
“Big Creek’’ provides electricity for hundreds 
of thousands of people. 

It also provides a vacation paradise for the 
public to enjoy, including campgrounds, six 
major man-made lakes, and streams well- 
stocked with trout.
